WAR PANEL FOR THE ROYAL EXCHANGE 


UNVEILING BY THE DUKE OF CONNAUGHT 


His Royal Highness the Duke of Connaught, K.G.. 
accompanied by Princess Patricia, paid a visit to 
the Royal Exchange, E.C., yesterday afternoon, and 
unveiled the panel of “ Their Majesties King 
George V. and Queen Mary visiting the Battle 
Districts in France, 1917,*’ by Mr. Frank O. 
Salisbury, which has been presented by the Lord 
Mayor of London, Colonel Sir William II. Dunn, 
Bart. 

Prior to the unveiling the Lord Mayor entertained 
a distinguished company at luncheon at the Mansion 
House. Owing to the recent death of H.R.H. 
Prince Christian, II.R.H. the Duke of Connaught 
was prevented from attending. 

The Lord Mayor was accompanied at the luncheon

DESCRIPTION OF THE PANEL. 

The panel, which is a splendid addition to the 
famous pictures which adorn the walls of the RovU 
Exchange, depicts scenes during the recent visit of 
the King and Queen to the troops and hospitals at 
the front, and their Majesties have given the artist 
sittings and shown much interest in the work. In 
one picture Field-Marshal Sir Douglas Haig :s 
explaining to his Majesty the King important and 
highly successful operations achieved by British 
troops. Near, is an entrance—sandbagged, and 
with sheet? of corrugated iron—to observation posts. 
Behind, a communication trench, hidden by 
camouflage. At the side of the tower a heliograph 
signalling apparatus. The portraits were painted 
at Headquarters of the Army Commands; the 
Prince of Wales gave a sitting within sound of the 
guns. A few of the portraits, owing to circum¬ 
stances not easy to avoid, are, at the moment, in¬ 
complete. The officers on the left of the spectator 
are Lieutenant-General (Sir Arthur Currie, General 
Sir William Robertson, General Sir Hubert Gough 
and Lieutenant-General the Honourable Jan Smuts 
Between the Prince of Wales and the King are 
General Sir Julian Byng and General Sir Henry 
Horne; while on the right are General Sir Henry 
Rawlinson, General Sir William Birdwood ancl 
General Sir Herbert Plumer. The lower picture 
represents one of the hospital visits paid by Queen 
Mary. The two figures on the left of the wounded 
soldier are the Countess of Airlie (Lady-in-Waiting) 
and Miss McCarthy (Chief Matron of the hospitals 
in France). On the right of the Queen are 
Surgeon-General Sir Arthur Sloggett, Surgeon- 
General Sir Anthony Bowlby and the Earl of 
Shaftesbury.
